Others are knotty, 
with Horns in their Tails, -and Tusks two Inches 1 
upon the upper Chap. Crecodiles there are too, but thoſe 
neither very numerous nor large , they need not take up 
the room of a Deſcription here, their Skins being ſo com- 
to be ſeenin Ergland, in almoſt every Apothecaries 
.., The Scorpion is black, and almoſt like a Craw-fiſh, 
he lurks for the moſt part amongſt dry Wood or Corn , 
his Sting is in his Tail, with which , who ever is ſtricken, 
will be vex'd with moſt intolerable torture for ſome hours, 
but it reaches not the life: The ordinary Remedy to al- 
lay the fierceneſs of the _ , Istaken from the thing it 
ſelf being kill d , and bruis'd upon the place. The Fats 
are found to be nut alittle noxious both to Men and Beaſts, 
in the night drawing away their Blood , and fo eaſily , 
that the loſs is not perceivable, 'rill it be paſt prevention, 
which ( if I was not miſinform'd) has forc'd ſeveral peo- 
ple to forlake their Dwellings, to fave that little blood

that inſpightof all their endevoursto deſtroy them, the 
have been compelled to deſert their Plantations , » hich 
otherwiſe they would have ruin'd, and ſettle in ſome bet- 
terplace. The Muskeeta1sa kind of Gnat, in the night ſo 
reſtleſly yexatious , by Biting & Raiſing little mo in 
the fleſh in all the lower places of the Country,but chiefly 
by the Sea-ſfide, where 'tis moſt over-flown Mariſh Lands, 
that Fiſher-men for Reſt-ſake , have been fain to Cover 
themſelves all over, fave the Mouth and Eyes in the San, 
Toads and Frogs, the Scare-Crows of Women; -like thofe 
amongſt the Egyptians , are frequent in all places, as well 
of the Houſes, as in the Fields ; and in an Evening after 
a Shower of Rain. their Noiſes areſo loud , that aman 
can hagdly hear himſelf ſpeak, and the Croakings of fome 
of them are ſo horrid , that 'do: but imagine the lateſt 
Grones of a Dying perſon, and you have it. Thus much 
is the worſt can be juſtly ſpoken of Swrinem, though its 
Contrary Bleflings ad advantages are of far greater 
weight ; nor are theſe miſchiefs ſo. Conſiderable, but thar

They go wholly naked ,; fave a Flapfor Modeſty , which 
the Women, after having had a Child or two , throw off. 
Their Skins are of an Orange Tawny Colour , and their 
Hair black , without Curles : A happy people as tothis 
World , if they were ſcafible of their own hap: Natute - 
with little toyl providing all things which may ferve het 

own neceſiities. The Women are generally laſcivious , 
and ſome fo truly handſom, as to Features and Proportion, 
that if the moſt Curious Symetrian had been there, he -. 
could not but fubſcribe to my'opinion : and their. pretty 
Baſhfulneſs' (efpectally while Virgins Y in the preſence of 
2 Stranger , adds ſuch a Charming grace to their perfecti- 
ons ( too nakedly expos'd to every wanton Eye ) that 
who ever lives amongſt them had need be owner of no lels 
than Joſeph's Continency , not atleaſt to Covet their em- 
braces: They have been. yet ſo unfortunately 1gnorant , 
not to enrich their amorous Careffes with that innocent
